Nearly 70 per cent of the 
Chicago supply has boon cut off, 
. Antioch, Lake Villa and Lako Zur- 
ich mjlk depots nro closed in Lake 
county, while pickets succeeded cith- 
er in closing milk plants or stopping 
most of tho bulk deliveries in Har- 
vard, Hebron, IUngwood, Fox IUvor 
Grove, Crystal Lake and Woodstock 
In" MoIIenry county, and Lyons and 
Genoa City In Walworth county, Win. 

Violence Near Kenosha. 
■ Yesterdays strike vlolenco broke 
out In Kenosha, county, Wis., and Mo* 
Honry county. Near Kenosha pickets 
dumped 3,000 gallons of milk from a 
Bowman Dairy company truck and 
trailer and a Tow minutes later an un- 
identified driver of a second truck 
blasted h Ib way through two pickers 
by firing five Bbots. This occurred on 
highway 50, west of Kenosha. 

t Pickets massed at the state Hue last 
night stopping the last flow of Wis- 
consin milk by truck Into Chicago's 
milk shod shutting oft more than one- 
fourth of the city's supply. 

With farmer-pickets storming tho 
Genoa City railroad depot Tuesday 
night and emptying five railroad tank 
cam of 27,600 gallons of milk con- 
signed to Chicago dealers, stoppage 
of shipments by rail, the source of 
80 percent of the city's milk supply, 
was deemed possible 

Farmera* Number* Grow 

More and more farmera have joined 
the plcketor* or. are'-aTleaat withhold- 
ing their milk from :dajry plants to 
avoid dashes with tho 'strlklng-pick- 
eta. Tho Antioch Dairy company 
plant officials -have refused to accept 
milk from the producers uiitll tholnllk 
war la sottled. 

** Dissension was reported browing 
among members of the"Puro Milk as- 
sociation, the bargaining agent for 
18,000 farmers, which hitherto has 
opposed the strike... Directors of the 
Pure Milk group are divided t on 
whether to continue opposition or to 
join the strike. . 

It la recalled that the last general 
milk strike, which was ordered by the 
•Pure Milk group on January 5, 1934, 
followed the reduction of 70 cento 
per hu .dred pounds of milk when the 
dealers cut, the .producers' price to 
$1.40. 

> Started In Kane County. 

The current anllk war was launched 
by tho United Farmers of Illinois bar- 
gaining agency, originating with Kane 
county farmers as a protest against 
•tho recent action of the PMA in sign- 
ing an agreement with dealers which 
fixed "a top price of $1.75 per 100 
pounds, or 3.70 cents a quart, for milk 
Bold by the farmer member. 

The previous price was: $2.20, or 
4.73 cents a quart. 

The United Farmera are demand- 
ing a flat price of $2.50 per 100 
pounds, or 5.37 cents a quart for their 
milk. This was the prlco which 
brought on the big strike on Janunry 
22, 1929, when the fanners refused to 
deliver their milk for leas tha $2.S5, 
There are 48 V4 quarto In 100 pounds 
of milk. 

Thouaanda of Dollars Lost. 

Milk-war hlBtory reveals that such 
atrlkeB rarely, last more than five daya 
because, in addition to Btopplng the 
huge milk flow Into the Chicago mar- 
ket of some 425,000 gallona of milk 
dally, an aggregate of hundred* of 
thouaanda of dollara Is loat by both 
the farmer-producera and milk planta 
furnishing the supply. 

Little actual* damage in tho current 
strike la being reportod In Lake coun- 
ty: but trouble la feared at Harvard, 
one of ttfe "tiotspoU" of the 1934 milk 
war, ami at IUngwood whore- 70 cans 
of mdlk was dumped from a truck 
driven by Deputy Sheriff Milton 
Steoker. The truck was wrecked and 
plcketbra have been gathering In 
larger numbors outside tho Bowman 
Milk depot there.

A new law has been placed on tho 
statute hooka after considerable study 
by trafllc experts. "Substantially It Is 
as follows: there is now a uniform 
arm aignal to bo made by. tho*auto 
driver or truck operator before stop- 
ping or turning. To turn left the arm 
should bo extended straight out from 
the car. To turiTrlght the .arm-should 
be crooked at the eU76> with" tho arm 
pointing up. To atop the arm. should 
be bent at the elbow, the hand point- 
ing down. 

Truck's will be required to be equip- 
ped with mechanical signaling devices 
which will Indicate to vehicles follow- 
ing them whether or not they antici- 
pate a stop or a turti, and tho direc- 
tion of tho turn. 

A law requiring compulsory brake 
testa haa also been enacted. It re- 
quires every car on the highways to 
have sufficient brakes to bring it to a 
holt In 30 feet at a speed of 20 'miles 
per hour. . 

The state highway police have set 
up their brake, lanes In several of the 
stato routes. Farm Bureau members,. 
warnB the Association, nro advised to 
be prepared to take the test at an 
early date. It is stated that if these 
brake Jane testa show your car Is un- 
able to stop In the required distance 
you are given a ticket by the highway 
police.

Enlarge Work to Establish 

"Health Consciousness" 
in Pupils 



One of the Interesting develop- 
ments of tho tuberculosis work i.i 
Lake County is tho Health Education 
program which la offered to all'ti;;- 
mentnry schools. 

In 1932 this work began as an ex- 
perimental study under tho direction 
of Miss Thoda Watormnn with p\x 
representative schools selected on the 
basis of distribution, equipment and 
school finances. Tho course of study 
followed tho outline of Dr. C. B. Tur- 
uer, head of the department of .Health 
Education at Massachusetts Institute 
of Technology. 

The work was enlarged under th«* 
direction or Miss Mary Kendall, pres- 
ent Executlvo Secretary, to Include 
thlrtoen schools. A course of study 
on a selected health subject, with ad- 
ditional reading references, playlets, 
aongs, suggestions for posters, book- 
lets, etc., is sent to the teachers tho 
first of each mouth. Movies and t alius 
on health subjects are presented' at 
Parent-Teacher meetings. 

Tho children are weighed ovory 
month and. a school record Is kept so 
gains can he noted. Measurements 
axe taken twice a year. There Is a 
short dally health inspection 'of nails* 
teeth, hair and clothing.' Much stress 
is laid on having a neat. appearance. 
It la urged that every school serve 
a hot lunch during the winter months. 

Through tho courtesy of the Lake 
County Dental Association examina- 
tions were given to 516 children last 
year. Sllpa recommending dental 
care were Bent home to the parent*. 

The purpose of the course as out- 
lined In the first monthly assignment 
Is to establish "health consciousness" 
In the children, to help them become 
healthier,, happier citizens, to estab- 
lish health rules so ilrmly-^that Miey 
will" t>6 carried out unconsciously to 
bleach rules of good [citizenship, to.JiolnJ' 
build uti^reaistance against disease to 
make 'eyetyi effort" possible to secure 
correction' of defeats' 'and .to prevent 
new defects rrora occurring as far as 
possible. 

This course of study is available to 
any elementary school in Lake County 
for the asking. Teachers dealring 
such a service should get In touch 
with the Tuberculosis Association. 
This program and other phases of the 
tuberculosis work are made possible 
by tho Bale of Christmas Seals at 
Thanksgiving time.

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REAL STATESMANSHIP NEEDED 

The vast governmental spending of the last few years 
was started in the belief that industry would be stimu- 
lated, purchasing power would be increased, and unem- 
ployment reduced within a relatively short time. Then 
government was to step back into the job of governing, 
leaving industry to carry the load as usual. 

Granting that the theory was honestly believed in by 
those who adopted it, they cannot be blamed for trying 
what) they thought right and proper. But, as time goes 
on, it becomes increasingly obvious that the idea of 
"spending" our way to prosperity has been a failure. 
Untold billions have been spent. The federal debt, to 
say nothing of state and local debts, has reached the 
highest point in history. Public payrolls have likewise 
reached a record high. Yet published unemployment 
figures remain as high as at any time in the past. 

It would be bad enough if the spending policy had 
failed only in its main objective — the solving of the un- 
employment problem. But, in addition, it is making 
it increasingly difficult to ever bring back normal em- 
ployment — because of the influence of a staggering debt 
and vastly increased taxes on the only source from which 
normal employment can come, industry. Many busi- 
ness enterprises arc today doing more business than at 
any time since 1929 — yet arc earning no additional 
profits, because of the tax bills they must meet. The 
inevitable result is to frighten investors, divert money 
from productive to non-productive channels, such as 
tax-free government bonds — and keep unemployment 
at -peak figures. 

To remedy this situation governmental costs must 
be cut to the bone, and an aggressive budget-balancing 
program adopted. That is the course of real states- 
manship — and it is the only course that can save Amer- 
ica from eventual financial ruin. 

* * * 

TEACHING FARM CO-OPERATION 
According to a law passed by the Wisconsin legisla- 
ture, cooperative marketing must now be taught in all 
Wisconsin state schools. Wisconsin is the first state 
to take such a step. The superintendent of public in- 
struction and the dean of the college of agriculture are 
to prepare outlines and other text materials for guidance 
oi teachers of cooperative marketing courses. 

This action, by one of our foremost agricultural 
states, well illustrates the importance of agricultural 
cooperation in the life of the modern farmer. So vital 
has cooperative marketing become, that the farmer who 
does not join in the movement is almost always in an 
impossible economic position. Lacking the knowledge 
and the machinery that will enable him to produce in 
accordance with demand, and to achieve the best price 
for what he sells, he must fight a losing battle with the 
middleman. When a cooperative sells for the farmer, 
and brings into play bargaining powers as great as those 

of the distributor, a fair price must result.

WHCTOWES YOU A LIVING? 
Millions of people arc being educated in our countrv 



today to believe that someone owes them a living. The 
laws of nature do not seem to recognize this doctrine. 

Just go out into primitive country and sec who owes 
who a living — you will soon find that your existence 
depends on your ingenuity and initiative. 

Governments were organized to go nature one better 
and make it a little easier to live and to take care of the 
helpless whom nature would otherwise unceremoniously 
remove. 

But today millions of perfectly healthy, able-bodied 

[ people arc being taught to loaf at the expense of the 

savings of others, instead of to rustic for themselves. 

Such a system can endure only so long as there are 

stored-up savings to confiscate, then the inexorable 

laws of nature will prevail. 

An epidemic of pests completely devours a tree or 
a field of grain, and then the pests die. Nature docs 
not owe them a living. 

The same thing can happen to governments and to 
the human beings who make the governments — if they 
cat up their capital to maintain* Idleness, they will even- 
tually find that nature refuses to hear their demands 
that "someone owes them a living." 

This may not be a pleasant-sounding philosophy, 
but it is a fact which honey-coated, political cure-alls 
try to hide.

DON'T thoao cool, crisp 'fall morn- 
ings sort of give you tho hunt- 
ing fever? In splto of all tho pleas- 
ure you had during tho good old sum- 
mcr tlmo you probably aro looking 
forward to Uio fall hunting Beason; 
and as you sit In your favorito chair 
onjoylng a good evening smoke, 
Isn't it a lot of pleasure to Just shut 
your eyes and havo a grand tlmo 
silently planning your trip? 
\Thero should bo moro to a hunting 
trip, howovor, than tracking your 
gamo; or anticipating that tenso 
moment when tho antlers of a flno 
young buck mako their appearance 
through tho trees; or ho carolcssly 
makes a wild daBh into tho clearing 
and you put up a valiant fight 
against a Bevero attack of "buck 

f over." 

Tho appcaranco of your gamo ana 
tho exciting moment when you 
quickly ralso your gun to your 
shoulder and pull tho trigger, is one 
of tho thrilling adventures of a hunt- 
ing trip. 

There are, however, many mo- 
ments of relaxation and leisure, too. 
It is then that you should do a dif- 
ferent kind of shooting. "Shooting" 
with a camera should not bo over- 
looked for it Is with snapshots that 
you can mako a picture record of 
your trip and onjoy your expedition 
over and over for years to come. 

Your snapshots can picture your 
trip from the tlmo you and your 
hunting pals load your duffel bags, 
guns, blankets and othor equipment 
until your return with— we hopo— 
your txojhles. 

Sphco will not permit cnumerat- 
4ng nlMhO'plcturo possibilities on 
' such trips. Plcturo taking opportu- 
nities, however, seem to havo the 
habit of appearing at thomost un- 



expected moments bo it's tho wiso 
hunter who keeps his camera loaded 
and ready for action. 

If you havo never beforo taken 
snapshots under overcast fall skies 
It Is important to remember that it 
will bo necessary to give a longer 
oxposuro than ordinarily mado un- 
der summer's bright sunshine. 

But your snapshooting should not 
be confined to outdoor pictures for 
It Is at night In tho cabin or lodgo 
you can take pictures of your party 
seated around tho open fireplace 
swapping yarns and reviewing ex- 
periences in this and former hunt- 
ing expeditions. 

You will find that Photoflash bulbs . 
•will servo your purpose admirably. A , 
Photoflash bulb is similar in appear- 
ance to a common electric light bulb 
and can bo screwed into a special, 
but inexpensive holder, resembling 
tin ordinary hand flash-light tube. 
This can bo purchased at almost any 
storo selling photographic supplies. 
Tho flash is sot off by pressing tho 
flash button and it gives an intenso 
light without any nolso or smoke. 

After placing your camera on n, 
tripod or some solid Bupport look 
into tho finder and bo sure you can 
see all who are to bo Included In tho 
picture. Set 'the diaphragm at /.8 or 
U S. 4, open tho shutter after hav- 
ing been set for "time" and then 
flash tho bulb. Bo Buro to closo the 
shutter immediately after tho flash. 
It Is not necessary to havo tho 
room in total darkness when tho 
flash is made but bo sure that a 
bright light is not shining directly 
into tho lenB of tho camera. 

Mako your camera an Important 
part of your hunting equipment and 
on your return havo a picture Btory 
to show to your friends.

Designate Bad Drivers 

Huntington, Ind.— Violators of minor 
tratllc rnles of the e'ey hereafter must 
wear the "scarlet letter'' of their shame 
for 30 days or pay $1 line, according 
to a new plan worked out by It. C. 
ForsL chief of police. 

The violators may be tagged with- 
out their knowledge for turning In 
the middle of a block, passing stop 
signals, leaving engines running with 
no driver, parking more than 12 Inches 
from the curb, parking where prohibit 
ed, defective muffler or cutout, no 
lights, bright lights, double parking, 
overtime parking, one headlight and 
cutting corners or other violations that 
may be "written In."

nois. Plenty of stored vegetables will 
hell? save monoy on living costs and 
contribute a healthful vnrloty to win- 
tor meals. 

lrlBh potatoes, carrots, beets, tur- 
nips, rutabagas, celerlnc and winter 
radishes all are subject to damage 
from' freezing, rotting or drying out. 
Consequently, they must bo kopt be- 
tween 50 and 32 degrees and In a 
damp atmosphoro. Such vegetables 
may be placed In boxes of slightly 
anolst sand In the cellar or in sunken 
and covered barrels, Somers said. 

Parsnips, horseradish, and snlslfy, 
not being subject to freezing, can be* 
stored In much tho same way except 
that little or no precaution Is needed 
to protect them from below-freezing 
•weather. 

Cabbages may bo stored outdoors 
by pulling them, roots and all. and 
placing them, heads down, in a long, 
low rldgo, Somers explained. This 
rldgo should bo covered with straw 
and dirt with tho soil layer being in- 
creased as colder weather approaches. 
For storing Indoors, cabages should 
bo cut out of tho crown, tho diseased

PUN FOR ADEQUATE 
NATIONAL DEFENSE 

Rebuilding of the Army and 
Navy Is Under Way. 

Washington.— New steps, fostered by 
, whether enrpet, woolens, furs or j th(? nt j m | n j s trntlon. for more adequate 
m. Carpets placed permanently j notlonn j defense aro being made on 

three fronts— land, sea nnd air. Plans 
for new battleships are under way. a 
mechanized army of swift mobility Is 
being speeded, und new nlr bases along 
the coasts are to be established. These 
are the foremost protective measures. 
Congress has given the government 
sufficient funds to develop a mechan- 
ised army nnd a scientific navy of 
smashing gun power. More thanSSuO.- 
000,000 was supplied In tho 1030 army 
and navy appropriation bills. 
High-Speed Tanks. 

The army plans to equip more In- 
fantry units with the high-powered 
seml-nutomatlc rifle, which has three 
times the flrlng power of the standard 
Springfield rifle. Acquisition of high- 
speed armed tanks capable of traveling 
70 miles an hour nnd combat cars, 
equipped with sponge-rubber tires nnd 
with turrets containing 50 caliber ma- 
chine guns, nnd one pounder rifles, is 
to follow. 

New armor protection has been de- 
veloped for seven and 15-ton trucks, 
to be obtained. Armored scout cars 
equipped with radio and carrying 50 
caliber machine guns are on the 
schedule. 

With the Wilcox air base bill en- 
acted the administration Is looking 
forward to the gradual adoption of a 
new policy of national defense. 

The Wilcox bill, recently enacted, 
authorizes the establishment of a 
aeries of air bases along rhe Atlantic 
and Pacific coastlines, on the Gulf of 
Mexico nnd In Alaska. It Is hoped 
that as much as $125,000,000 wljl be 
expended on the creation of these 
bases during the next five years. 
Wall of Defense. 

Proponents of military aviation 
claim these air bases will establish a 
veritable "Chinese wall" around this 
country and that It will be adequate In 
defending It from attack. 

The new air bases will be linked up 
with naval stations wherever possible 
to provide the maximum of efficiency. 
The United States is also drafting 
plans for new naval vessels that can 
be thrown Into production at once — In 
the event of a world naval race. 

Naval leaders here hope the Brit- 
ish-Japanese program of announcing 
in advance, what the naval program 
of each country will be for some years 
to come, will achieve results of mutual
